WHITESTONE, Ga., April 8.— 
Thirteen persons, ten of them 
members of one family, were 
swept to their deaths here last 
night when a freak cloudburst en- 
gulfed this small valley with a 
wall of water and washed away 
the home and store occupied by 
F. Carter Conner, 45, Whitestone 
merchant and mining machinist, 
and 12 others. 

Heroic rescue efforts of two 15- 
year-old boys, who swam through 
a raging stream to Conner’s house, 
were unsuccessful.

Only the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. 
Conner, Claude, Oleta and Eu- 
gene, the baby, had- been. recov- 
ered late yesterday afternoon. 
Eight, whom Whitestone residents 
said were certainly drowned also, 
were still missing. 

The body of the mother of the 
eight dead children was recovered 
late this afternoon, two miles from 
the location of her home. It was 
near the spot where her husband's 
body was found this mornifig. The 
bodies of the three children were 
discovered before noon. 

The Conner house, located on 
the banks of Talona creek, a mere 
brook which ran through this val- 
ley cupped in north Georgia 
mountains in Pickens county, was 
demolished in the flood and 
searchers could find only a few

Residents said a deluge of wa- 
ter struck Whitestone between 9 
and 10 o’clock last night.

NEW YORK. April 8.—(?/)— 
The “bedside manner” of some 
doctors, which, it was charged, 
inclades kissing, was condemned 
in a paper read to the American 
College of Physicians here today. 

The spéaker, James L. McCart- 
ney, M. D., psychiatrist of the 
New York State Vocational Insti- 
tution at Catskill, said suggestion 
is the oldest form of medical 
treatment. 

“A physician,” he said, “may 
not realize that when the patient 
comes to him for help he is willing 
to bare his very soul if neces- 
sary.

VIENNA SOCIALISTS 
ACCUSED OF “PLOT 


Leaders Rounded Up; 
Charged With Plan To Re- 


sist Nazi Invasion. 


VIENNA, April 8.—(UP)—Nazi 
police, working quietly behind the 
gaudy setting for Sunday’s prebi- 
scite on Fuehrer Adolf Hitler’s an- 
nexation of Austria, tonight 
rounded up Socialist leaders’ ac- 
cused of having plotted to resist 
the German invasion with blood- 
shed, ; 

The Socialists, representing so- 
called “Red” elements, were said 
to have been called into consulta- 
tion by the ousted Austrian 
chancellor, Kurt Schuschnigg, a 
few days before Hitler sent his 
armies across the Bavarian fron- 
tier into Austria to claim the land 
of his birth. 

Schuschnigg, now held under 
“protective” arrest as Hitler’s 
prisoner, was said to have offered 
to arm followers of the Socialist 
leaders. 

The roundup was conducted 
without publicity as Vienna, 
flamboyant with millions of yards 
of red bunting plastered with 
swastikas and such slogans as 
“Hitler Means Bread and Work for 
All!” prepared for Der Fuehrer’s 
arrival tomorrow from Linz in the 
climax of his five-day Austrian 
speaking tour. 


“WE’RE HITTING HARD,” 
GOERING DECLARES 


BERLIN, April 8—(4)—Field 
Marshal Goering tonight told a 
Berlin mass meeting: 

“We were the anvil long enough. 
Now we are the hammer again, 
and we are hitting hard.” 

The declaration came during a 
eulogy of Adolf Hitler as the man 
who completed the task begun by 
the “Iron Chancellor” Bismarck: 
Unification of Germany. 

What has been advertised 
abroad as Germany's greed for 
powers is really just a yearning 
of Germans in Europe to live to- 
gether in one family, Goering 
said. 

That’s why Austrians literally 
wept with joy when Hitler’s army 
came and the dream of German 
union finally was realized, he 
added.

house and we had to swim all the 
way to the house on the other 
side. The water was over my head 
and it was running awfully strong.

The 
children began to cry and scream 
but the grown-up people did not 
seem to be especially scared. 
Mr. Ponder tried to throw us a 
rope but it would not reach the 
house. C. W. and Forrest (How- 
ard’s cousin) and I were on the 
porch when it began to fall down. 
C. W. swam out to see if he could 
get the rope and Forrest went 
back into the house to see about 
the children. The water was more 
than knee deep in the house then. 
Just about that time, the porch 
caved in and I fell down. I start- 
ed out swimming and never look- 
ed back. That was the last I saw 
of my people in that house. 
The house tore loose and float- 
ed down the stream just as I 
reached the boxcars. I saw it 
down to the bend, about a quar- 
ter of a mile, and then it tore to 
pieces. That’s the last I saw of it.

‘PLANNED ECONOMY" 
RAPPED BY HOOVER 


People, Not Business, Scared 
by New Deal, Says 
Ex-President. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 8.—(#) 
Former President Herbert Hoover 
asserted tonight it was the Ameri- 
can people, rather than business, 
who Were “scared” at the econ- 
nomic trend, and suggested that 
New Deal “planned economy” it- 
self was “making the one-third ill- 
fed and ill-clothed.” 

“It is nonsense to say that either 
big or little business is on strike,” 
he said. “It is not so. Business is 
yearning to sell automobiles and 
new suits of clothes. It is the peo- 
ple who are scared. 

“Big business or little business 
is not scared to take on men if 
anybody will give them an order 
for goods.” - 

Mr. Hoover spoke before a group 
of citizens tendering him a “home- 
coming welcome” upon his return 
from Europe. 

The former chief executive reit- 
erated some of the views he ex- 
pressed in his recent New York 
speech on the drift of Europe to- 
ward authoritarianism—a speech 
which started speculation as to his 
political intentions in 1940—but 
again he dropped no hint of his 
political plans. 

Asserting American unemploy- 
ment had increased “another mil- 
lion or two” during his two months 
in Europe, Hoover thrust repeat- 
edly at “planned economy.” 

“T was at the very seat of Fas- 
cism,“ he said, “when one of our 
important government officials 
broadcast over Europe an attack 
upon Fascism itself. 

“It was received with great 
amusement. Ard I was compelled 
to listen to a relation of the un- 
canny parallel of steps taken in the 
United States under so-called 
planned economy with those which 
had bred the sort of chaos in Eu- 
rope from which Fascism sprang.” 

The former President apparent- 
ly was referring to a speech 
broadcast to Europe by Secretary 
of the Interior Ickes, who criti- 
cized dictatorships.

Blizzards Hit Seven States 


Seven in Family Suffocated in Texas as Snowdrifts Reach 
Height of SevenFeet in Oklahoma; Governor 
Calls Out Guardsmen in Alabama. 


By the Associated Press. 


Flood-burdened rivers drove 
thousands of southerners from 


their homes yesterday while a 
blinding blizzard raked the west- 
ern plains. 

The nation counted more than 
40 dead in storm areas strafed by 
rain, snow, sleet and high winds. 


The south bore the brunt of the | 


elemental onslaught. A_ survey 
showed 13 persons had been kill- 
ed by a tornado in Aliceville, Ala., 
and 13 others lost their lives when 
a mountain torrent gushed: down 
Talona creek and carried ‘off a 
galvanized iron store building at 
Whitestone, Ga, 

Seven persons who: apparently 
had sealed their house against 
one of the worst blizzards in the 
history of the Texas Panhandle 
were found dead of asphyxiation 
near Pampa. 

Alabama Troops Called. 

Even as these casualty lists 
were compiled, Alabama mar- 
Bhalled its forces to copé” With a 
serious flood threat. Thousands 
fled from the endangered dis- 
tricts. Governor Graves assigned 
‘national guardsmen t> aid the 
evacuation. 

Prattville and Wetumpka, in the 
central sector of the state, were 
the focal points as record- break- 
ing stages were forecast along the 
Alabama and Tombigbee rivers. 
Water stood three to six feet deep 
in Prattville. Boats brought out 
the refugees among the town’s 
2,500 inhabitants. Six coast guard 
boats were ordered to Selma. 

The Wabash and White. rivers 
approached flood stage in Indiana. 
Sleet and rain doused the state. 
The Mississippi lapped up to flood 
stage at Quincy, Ill. The St.| 
Francis and Red Rivers swelled in 
Arkansas and Louisiana.

BLIZZARDS IN TEXAS

Blizzards brought eight deaths, 
heavy cattle and erop losses and 
widespread suffering tonight to

Snow piled high over the plains. 
Sheared sheep and spring lambs 
lay dead by the hundreds. The 
best wheat crop since 1931. was 
threatened with serious damage. 
Scores of trapped motorists were 
marooned in highway drifts run- 
ning to 20 feet in depth. 

Encircled by a five-foot drift, 
an oil field residence four miles 
west of Pampa yielded seven dead. 
Gas fumes asphyxiated the vic- 
tims in the tightly closed house. 

Town Is Isolated. 

W. I. Martin, whose wife and 
two children were among the dead, 
died several hours later. Mr. and 
Mrs. J. O. Turner and two small 
sons were the other victims. They 
had been dead for hours—as if 
asleep on their beds. 

Nearby Shamrock was a town 
of 3,000 set aside by itself. Snow 
banks had isolated it for 24 hours. 
Only telephone and telegraph fa- 
cilities functioned. 

Forty pupils spent the night in 
Plainview rural school when a 
bus’. stalled. «Nearby farmers 
reached them with food and 
blankets. 

28 Cars Abandoned. 

Rescue crews, driving heavy oil 
field trucks, inched along high- 
ways outside of Pampa to reach 
stranded automobiles, and buses. 
‘Seven children reported stranded 
in one bus were found at the home

One man, driving an oil field 
truck, pushed eight miles through

Only Home Damaged. 

Conner’s home was the only 
residence damaged in all of 
Whitestone, a little mining town

‘tain. A few outhouses near the 
banks of Talona creek were car- 
ried away and a tin house where 
gasoline was stored for the White- 
stone mills was upset. But Con- 
ner’s home was the only one di- 
rectly in the path of the sudden 
flood. 

A 700-pound electric refriger- 
ator which had just been install- 
ed in Conner’s store was found 
this morning five miles away, 
lodged on a bank of Talking Rock 
creek. Solomon and some of his 
neighbors said they discovered the 
remains of a splintered bed stead 
in the drifts near the wrecked 
railroad trestle. But ‘searchers 
could find none of the canned 
goods, no general merchandise 
which was in the store. 

Mill Destroyed. 

The water corn and flour mill 
belonging to Tom Ed Johnson, 
former Pickens county sheriff and 
legislative representative, was de- 
stroyed by the flood. It stood on 
the banks of Talona above the 
railroad trestle. Solomon. said he 
heard the heavy machinery of the 
mill tear through the _ railroad 
bridge. The tracks of the railroad 
were pulled loose in dozens of 
places in a seven-mile stretch 
winding through the valley. Many 
small bridges were out and the 
road bed was washed away. The 
northbound train from Atlanta to 
Murphey was stopped this morn- 
ing in Holly Springs, 25 milés 
from Jasper. Whitestone is eight 
miles north of Jasper.

Ambulances Wait. 

Ambulances waited at the near- 
est points to the streams to carry 
the bodies to undertaking estab- 
lishments in-Jasper and Ellijay. 

Roads which followed the twist- 
ing of Talona and Talking Rock 
creek, however, were washed out 
and the four bodies found ‘this 
morning had to be carried to the 
highways on the shoulders of the 
men who found them. 

Young Owensby and Howard 
Lindsey, who spent a_ sleepless 
night after their fruitless effort 
to rescue the trapped ones, did 
not rest this morning. Still in their 
wet clothing, the two boys waded 
and plunged through the diminish- 
ing water in search of the dead. 

Shortly before noon, Howard 
went to the home of a friend in 
the valley and soon relatives from 
Blue Ridge arrived. His father, 
Walt Lindsey, resides in Jasper but 
other relatives live . near Blue 
Ridge. 

Owensby spent most of the aft- 
ernoon splashing in the muddy 
water, with the other men. 

Ambulances were still waiting 
at dusk tonight for other bodies 
which might be found before dark 
came and ended searching. 

State highway patrolmen, who 
took charge of the scene this 
morning, ordered all roads lead- 
ing into Whitestone closed to the 
public this afternoon. Sightseers 
began to flock to this mountain | 
town as the news of the tragedy 
got abroad. Whitestone kas no 
communication facilities.

ROOSEVELT SIGNS 
FARM ACT CHANGES 


Amendment Increases Cot- 
ton Allotment to 28,300,- 
000 Acres. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—(?)— 
President Roosevelt today signed 
congressional amendments to the 
new crop control law which will 
increase the cotton allotment this 
year to about 28,300,000 acres. 

Thus, growers will be permit- 
ted to sell free of penalty cotton, 
produced on about 2,000,000 more 
acres than under the control pro- 
gram previously outlined by Sec- 
retary Wallace. A 2-cent-a-pound 
penalty will be assessed against 
cotton produced on acreage in ex- 
cess of allotments. 

The chief executive also signed 
four other amendments to the 
farm legislation designed to cor- 
rect inequaliiies in distributing 
acreage allotments among growers 
of cotton and flue-cured tobacco. 

One amendment increased the 
cotton acreage of each state by 4 
per cent. Agriculture Department 
officials, in recommending the in- 
crease, said the formula set up in 
the farm act for allotment of 
acreages caused “too drastic” re- 
duction in. acreages of some grow- 
ers. 

Another amendment increased 
the flue-cured acreage allotment 
of each state by two per cent to 
correct similar inequalities. 

Another amendment makes eli- 
gible for 1937 cotton price adjust- 
ment payments those farmers 
whose crop was destroyed by fire 
or flood.

RUSSIA'S SHIPPING 


Shortage of Trusted Execu- 
tives Shown by Dou- 
bling Up. 


MOSCOW, April 8.—(#)—The 
secret police who built the 76- 
mile long Moscow-Volga canal 
with convict labor today ‘were 
placed gn charge of all of Rus- 
sia’s shipping. 

(The recently completed canal 
separates Europe from Asia and 
was built in five years by 200,000 
laborers. It affords Moscow water 
communication with three seas— 
the Caspian, White and Baltic.) 
Nikolai Pankhomoff, warned 
more than two months ago that 
his removal was pending, was 
ousted as commissar of water 
transportation. 

Nikolai Ivanovich Yezhoff took 
over the duties of the commis- 
sariat, retaining his post as chief 
of the NKVD (secret political 
police. ) 
It was the second doubling up 
of commissariats in three days, in- 
dicating the shortage of top flight 
executives trusted by Joseph 
Stalin since his purge of suspected 
enemies.

FOR STATES’ RIGHTS 
Governor George D. Aiken, of Vermont, arose 
last week as a champion of states’ rights. 
Speaking before the house flood committee at 
Washington, on proposed federal power and 


flood development, the New England Republican | 


declared his state would share costs of flood 
control before it will consent to surrender its 
power and natural resources rights to the fed- 
eral government. 

“TI must say,” Aiken declared emphatically, 
“that Vermont does not approve of any Dill 
which gives the federal government the right to 
take without permission the natural resources 
of any state and any of the authority to self- 
government now vested in the states.’’ 

Those words constitute a challenge to the 
sovereign states, drawing attention to a theory 
which has, of recent years, dangerously sapped 
their independence. Too many state officials 
and state legislatures, tempted by offers of 
‘financial assistance in their problems, have 
surrendered to Washington control over affairs 
which should be the sole prerogative of the 
states th2mselves. 

Half a century ago Henry W. Grady said: 

“Exalt the citizen. As the state is the unit 
of government, he is the unit of the state.... 
Let him lean on the state for nothing that his 


own arm: can do; and on the government for . 


nothing that the state can do... .” 

Governor Aiken follows, in his words of this 
week, the same fundamental tenet of American 
governmental doctrine voiced: by Grady so many 
years ago. Co-operation between the state and 
. the federal government is desirable and help- 
ful. But that co-operation should be solely on 
the basis of public service, with no taint of 
federal] interference with rights and duties of 
the state itself. 

The doctrine of states’ rights has been con- 
sidered by many southerners as a peculiarly 
southern ideal. It was really upon this issue 
that the War Between the States was fought. 
Ever since those days it is the south which has, 
ostensibly, been the champion of that cause. 

If states’ rights are sacrificed upon the altar 
of expediency the states can blame no one but 
themselves for concentration of power and au- 
thority in Washington. And it must always be 
remembered that concentration of power in a 
central government is the first step toward con- 
centration of power in a specific group and, 
ultimately, in an individual. Which is but an- 
other way of expressing dictatorship. 

Britain, wisely, has followed a policy of 
decentralization for many years. Today the 
result is a so-called empire which is, in actual 
fact, a voluntary association of entirely inde- 
pendent commonwealths. The units of the 
British Empire-—-Canada, Australia, New Zea- 
land, South Africa, etc.—constitute separate, 
free nations, linked together for mutual] ad- 
vantage and mutual protection. They have 
reached, to all intents and purposes, the ideal 
confederation of states upon which the United 
States was founded. 

While Britain has thus progressed, there is 
danger the United States is deserting the ideal 
and turning more and more toward centralized, 
federal government. That this is true, and un- 
fortunate, is recognized by Governor Aiken. In 
his words to the committee he said: 

“It should be a matter of great concern to 
all of us that there are states of the union 
that feel they have to guard their rights against 
national government. . . . We believe that the 
destruction of the balance of power between the 
states and the national government, being con- 
trary to our federal principles, is not a good 
thing for America, and that local and regional 
problems should be handled on that basis by 
the states that are immediately concerned in 
co-operation with the federal government.” 

Such words, especially coming from the Re- 
publican governor of a New England state, 
should constitute a most solemn warning to all 


Americans, whether they be citizens. of north, 
south, east or west. adie?

SOUTHERN PARADOX 
With material in the south for the richest 


each other’s 


' economy of any section of the United States, the: 


region today struggies. under the handicap 
of providing the raw materials to be proc- 
essed by other sections for resale in the south 
at high prices. In other words, the south, with 
a low per capita monetary income, pays other 
regions a bonus in buying back its raw ma- 
terials in some other form. This anomaly was 
stressed recently by J. Walter Coutu before the 
Macon Forum. 

The money which is gained by the sale of 
these raw materials is then again sent from 
the south, benefitting its people but little, for 
investment in the northern securities market 
in stocks and bonds for the development of a 
greater industrial structure in sections other 
than the south. 


The youth of the south, offered less material ° 


advantage in this section, in turn follows the 
path of raw materials and money to the marts 
of trade. 

The south has the capital necessary to cor- 
rect these conditions, yet allows the holders of 
this capital to remain apathetic to the advan- 
tages of turning their funds to the building of 
a greater region. With the widest possible 
market, it is practically impossible today to 
secure enough southern capital to finance new 
ventures in the south unless peculiarly advan- 
tageous conditions surround the development. 
Southern capital goes north to be reinvested by 
northerners, oft-times in the very projects re- 
jected at home. 

Is it that the south has lost the boldness 
and daring which characterized its early de- 
velopment? It is hard to believe that this is 
so. Where in the south can a small investor 
place his funds except in the hands of those 
who continue to push the flow of capital north- 
ward? 

The people of the south would become more 
interested in the welfare of the region if pro- 
visions were made for these people to have a 
stake in the development of a regional economy. 
One of the greatest needs of the south today is 
a medium through which southern funds could 
be poured into southern growth. If this were 
provided, other funds would soon follow. The 
south has but to look to the north for the 
example. 


ALIKE UNDER THE SKIN 

One of the most enduring human charac- 
teristics is man’s unfailing desire to possess; 
preferably, possess more, or something better, 
than his neighbor. Perhaps this trait is stimu- 
lated by the desire for a finer automobile, a 
larger house, more food in the larder, more 
money, or a new suit of clothes. But in this 
respect, all people, rich and poor, are alike 
under the skin. 

Very often, unfortunately, this character- 
istic stems into a less praiseworthy trait. A 
feeling that one has too little because the man 
across the street has too much, takes root. 
Underlying this thought is too often the selfish 
motive that one would be pleased to possess 
this competence for himself; that the change 
in ownership would be quite in keeping with 
the best interests of the community. 

Then follows: the old fallacy, gaining too 
myth-headway of late, that one mari’s abund- 
ance is necessarily responsible for another 


man’s lack. That one’s possession of life’s good 


things has something directly to do with an- 
other’s inability to acquire them. 

Yet, the right to possess for himself, re- 
gardiess of what it might be, is never ques- 
tioned by the individual, whether he be rich 
OF poor. He knows that right of ownership is 
the foundation of American economic stability. 

The premise that because one has more an- 
other must have less, is so unsound as to be 
absurd. All men want more.: They do their 
best, within their ability, to get it. Surely, 
they are all alike in their unflagging desire to 
possess. 


DETECTING BOGUS MONEY 

What is thought to be a new idea for check- 
ing the circulation of bogus money is being 
put into practice by the Treasury Department. 

Schools, where simple methods of detecting 
counterfeit money will be taught by secret serv- 
ice agents, are being opened in principal cities 
of the nation. Businessmen and merchants are 
to be enrolled as “students,” for their own pro- 
tection, as well as to aid in stamping out this 
type of crime. 

Since the recession in business, a steady 
increase in counterfeiting has been noticeable. 
Already an average of $70,000 of spurious cur- 
rency and coin is being discovered in cire 
culation each month and retired. Thousands 
of dollars, in- varying denominations, remain 
undetected until some innocent person is even- 
tually defrauded. Multiplied by the number of 
times such units are “passed,” both innocently 
and intentionally, the amount would run up to 
an astonishing total. 

The new offensive against this old type. of 
crime should bring quick results. If business-~ 
men and merchants are enabled to detect 
Spurious money at a glance, it will be of ‘in- 
calculable aid in stamping out this ‘annoying 
fraud. It will no longer be necessary to depend 
almost entirely on the eagle eye of a “bank 
teller for the discovery of the bad news, when 


it is generally too late to do anything 
about it. —

EDITOR’S INTRODUCTORY NOTE—(The New Deal 
tackled farm relief on several broad fronts.

Another was to adjust the size of crops to 


no longer meet. 
existing market conditions. 


The latter, under the AAA, was attempted by voluntary 
agreements between the farmer and the government for the 
purpose of adjusting farm prices by adjusting production. When 


AAA was invalidated, the administration tried voluntary agree-. 


ments for the purpose of preserving the soil itself from ex- 


haustion. 

A third method of crop adjust- 
ment was compulsory. control. 
This principle was applied in a 
number of measures, each govern- 
ing a specific commodity, the first 
of which was the Bankhead act 
for cotton. 

In the following article, de- 
rived from notes to his “Public 
Papers,” President Roosevelt dis- 
cusses the special conditions in 
the cotton and sugar industry 
which led to compulsory control.) 


Article No. 16. 


When the agricultural adjust- 
ment act was signed on May 12, 
1933, there was an unusually 
large crop of cotton in prospect. 
This new crop added to the exist- 
ing carryover would have increas- 
ed the surplus to an unprecedent- 
ed total. It was evident that dras- 
tic and immediate steps would 
have to be taken to prevent a fur- 
ther sharp decline in cotton prices. 

The world carryover of Ameri- 
can cotton in 1929 was less than 
5,000,000 bales; by 1932 it had in- 
creased to 13,000,000 bales. Al- 
though the acreage planted to cot- 
ton in the United States had de- 
creased from 1926 to 1933, the 
economic situation in the cotton 
belt by May, 1933, was desperate. 

The average gross income per 
farm family from cotton had 
slumped from $735 in 1928 to $216 
in 1932. The cotton which sold for 
28.7 cents in 1923 and for 18 cents 
a sold for 4.6 cents in. June, 

Cotton Ploughed Under. 

At a conference held on May 
23, 1933, between representatives 
of the Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics, the Extension Service and 
the AAA, it was decided that the 
minimum objective for 1933 must 
be the elimination of 10,000,000 
acres, or 3,000,000 bales of cotton 
from the crop there growing. 

Extensive interviews held 
throughout the south with hun- 
dreds of farmers, and expert cal- 
culations of the farm value of the 
prospective 1933 crop, led to the 
conclusion that it would be neces- 
sary to make payments of about 
$11 per acre in order to induce 
cotton farmers to plough. under 
this amount of acreage. 

It was decided to give farmers 
the choice of accepting an amount 
in cash as payment for acreage 
shifted from cotton production, or 
a part payment of cash plus: an 
option on government-owned cot- 
ton at 6 cents per pound, as au- 
thorized by the agricultural ad- 
justment act. 

The plan was calculated to pay 
to those who voluntarily co-oper- 
ated a reward, consisting of ben- 
efit payments and option profits 
slightly larger than the value of 
the cotton they would have other- 
wise raised. In this way the non- 
co-operators were deprived of the 
opportunity to reap a benefit at 
the expense of their neighbors. 

The program was to be carried 
out by means of contracts to be 
entered into by individual farm- 
ers with the secretary of agricul- 
ture. 

The plan was announced June 
19, 1933, and was opened to all 
cotton farmers, whether’ they 
owned the land they had planted 
or were only farm tenants. By 
July 14, 1933, the objectives of the 
campaign had been attained. 

Emergency Plan Only. 

It was on this emergency pro- 
grum in the spring of 1933 that the 
careless and misleading statements 
were made in later years to make 
péople think that the permanent 
policy of the government was to 
compel the ploughing-under of 
cotton already planted. Only the 
economic crisis of 1933 and the 
fact that cotton was already in 
the ground before it was humanly 
possible to pass the necessary lez- 
islation, made the drastic meth- 
od pursued during that spring an 
absolute essential. 

Careful historians will note this 
fact and the further fact that 
no cotton was plo''ghed under 
during the subsequent years wher 
plans could be made before the 
cotton had actually been planted. 

The 1935 voluntary cottor re- 
duction program under AAA was 
a complete success. 

When the cotton farmers began 
to sign their contracts for 1934 
cotton reduction, a strong senti- 


ment grew up in favér of a sup-. 


plementary kind of production 
control, which would prevent non- 
co-operating farmers from _ in- 
creasing their individual planting 
in order to take advantage of the 
price advances which had result- 
ed from the 1933 reduction in pro- 
duction and from the revaluation 
of the dollar. 

Accordingly, there was intro- 
duced in congress a bill, later com- 
monly known as the Bankhead 
act. designed to use the taxing 


'. powers of the federal government 


to keep total cotton production 
within limits of a fixed na- 
tional ta. 

Results of Ballot. 

While this bill was pending, the 
‘secretary of agriculture in Jan- 
uary, 1934, sent out more than 
40,000 questionnaires to represent- 
ative cotton producers and farm 
leaders to obtain their views as 
to the compulsory features of this 


SOIL CONSERVATION 
VITAL IN FARM PLAN 


Any comprehensive program 
for the benefit of that part of 
our population which lives by 
agriculture must necessarily in- 
clude, particularly in its long- 
range features, provision for 
the use of each piece of land 
for the p for which na- 
ture has made it best fitted. 

I have very often pointed 
out in messages and speeches 
that farming practices within 
the past recent years have 
been directed primarily toward 
maintaining or increasing in- 
come through increasing pro- 
duction. Rare, indeed, has 
been the effort to engage in 
sounhd soil conserving practices. 

The soil conservation act of 
1936 reversed the situation and 
made nation-wide soil conser- 
vation and the proper use of 
agricultural land resources the 
prime objectives.

Nearly 25,000 questionnaires 
were returned, indicating an over- 
whelming desire on the part of 
cotton producers for some form of 
compulsory control. 


The bill was passed and ap- 
proved by me on April 21, 1934. 
Its effective period was to be one 
crop year, namely, June 1, 1934, to 
May 31, 1935. 


The act set a national maximum 
quota of cotton for the 1934-35 
season of 10,000,000 bales of 500 
pounds of lint cotton each. It lev- 
ied a tax which was fixed at 5.67 
cent per pound of lint on all cot- 
ton produced in excess of that 
maximum. 


Each farmer received a_ tax 
exemption certificate for his quota, 
which entitled him to have his 
quota ginned without tax. Tax 
exemption certificates could be 
sold by one farmer who did not 
raise his full allotment to anoth- 
er farmer who had raised more 
than his allotment. 

The sale of these certificates 
provided income to farmers who 
had suffered a partial failure of 
crop, and in this way provided an 
effective form of crop. insurance. 
On the other hand, the price of 
certificates was not high enough 
to make them a profitable com- 
modity so as to influence produc- 
ers to plan to sell certificates 
rather than cotton. 

Compulsory Control End. 
When the crop year 1934-35 was 

over, the compulsory control fea- 
tures could be renewed only if 
the President found that the eco- 
nomic emergency with respect to 
cotton production and marketing 
continued and if two-thirds of the 
cotton producers were in favor of 
such renewal. 

A referendum was held by se- 
cret ballot at more than 8,000 poll- 
ing places to determine farmer 
sentiment. About 90 per cent of 
the votes cast were in favor of con- 
tinuation for another year. 

By proclamation on February 
28, 1935, I declared that the emer- 
gency continued and that the pro- 
visions of the act would, therefore, 
remain in force for another year. 

After the decision of the su- 
preme court of the United States, 
January 6, 1936, in United States 
vs. Butler, declaring the produc- 
tion control features of AAA un- 
constitutional, I recommended the 
repeal of the Bankhead act be- 
cause of the invalidity of the vol- 
untary AAA program to which it 
was supplementary. 

The Bankhead act was only one 
of several contemporary measures 
taken to improve the condition of 
the cotton farmers specially. The 
voluntary crop-reduction agree- 
ments and benefit payments un- 
der AAA, and the government cot- 
ton loans were all directed to- 
ward the same general objectives. 
The success of the program, as a 
whole, is shown by the fact that 
cash income from cotton rose from 
464 million in 1932 to 915 mil- 
lion in 1936. 

Jones-Costigan Act. 

(Editor’s Note: Other acts sim- 
ilarly controlled sugar, tobacco, 
and potatoes. In the case of 
sugar, there was the added 
complication of a protective tar- 
iff which had wrecked Cuba’s 
sugar industry and thus destroy- 
ed the Cuban market for Amer- 
ican products. The tariff also 
had greatly increased produc- 
tion of duty-free sugar in Amer- 
ican insular possessions and do- 
mestic producers were facing 
collapse in 1933. 

(The terms of a marketing 
agreement under the AAA could 
not be agreed upon. According- 
ly, the President suggested a 
compulsory system of quotas. 
This resulted in the passage of 
the Jones-Costigan act on May 
9, 1934. -

Republican Motion To Send 
Measure to Committee 
Carries in Silence.

Rayburn, just before the roll was 


called, had marched dramatically 


down into the well of the cham- 
ber to assert with all the fer- 
vency they could command that 
Democrats, by their vote, should 
not send over the nation a mes- 
sage that the President no longer 
was leader of his party. 

The death of the bill was all 
the more spectacular in contrast 
with the somewhat lethargic de- 


bate which preceded the climactie 


vote. Administration forces, with 
little trouble, had succeeded in 
shunting aside virtually every op- 
position attempt at amendment. 

Then, when Representative Ta- 
ber, Republican, New York, of- 
fered his motion to send the meas- 
‘ure—one of the key items on the 
President’s legislative slate—into 
the discard, rebellious Democrats 
‘teamed up with Republicans, Pro- 
gressives and Farmer-Laborites to 
‘put the motion across. 

Narrow as was the opposition’s 
‘margin of victory, Bankhead him- 
self said it was not so close as to 
warrant a retabulation. 

O’Connor Clinches Defeat. 

Chairman O’Connor, Democrat, 
New York, of the rules committee, 
ordinarily one of the triumvirate 
‘of the leadership, clinched the 
bill’s defeat by getting the legis- 
Jators to table a motion to recon- 
‘sider the recommittal vote. 

Few denied that one of the ma- 
jor factors in scuttling the meas- 
ure was the enormous outpouring 
of messages from constituents 
back home. All house members 
are coming up for re-election in 
November, and the first primary 
in Illinois i¢ only a few days off. 

The voting itself took place in 
almost dead silence, broken only 
by the staccato “ayes” and “noes.” 
But once it was over and the re- 
sult announced, a roar rolled 
through the chamber. Members 
rushed to O’Connor to congratu- 
late him. Speaker Bankhead was 
unable for many minutes to ob- 
‘tain sufficient order to wind up 
the session. 

. “Dispassionate Way.” 

It was he who had admonished 

‘the house only a few short mo- 
ments before to consider the is- 
sues involved in the bill in a 
“calm, dispassionate way.” 
- “In essence,” he said, “the bill 
fis simply bestowing on the Pres- 
ident the right and authority to 
do that thing any sensible busi- 
ness executive would have done 
long ago.” 

He said its purpose was merely 
to let the President bring sore 
semblance of order out of the 
vast number of bureaus and 
agencies that have grown up in 
the government over the years. 

“We would merely make the 
President our agent,” he said, 
pacing back and forth before his 
Democratic colleagues. “Then 
congress would reserve the power 
to say to the President after he 
made his recommendations; ‘We 
will pass judgment on whether 
they are sound or unsound’,” 

“Lethal Blow.” 

. He said a motion to recommit 
would be a “lethal blow,” and 
admonished the legislators that 
blazing headlines would proclaim: 
“House of representatives, by 
Democratic votes, has repudiated 
the President of the United 
States.” 

Leader Rayburn had _ covered 
much of the same ground. 

“It matters not, Republicans 
and Democrats alike,” he said, 
“whether we are fond of the 
present occupant of the White 
House or whether we are in ac- 
cord with his policies. 

“He is the President of the 
United States and will be for two 
years and 8 months longer. 

“And I am wondering whether

— (P) — Neville Chamberlain, 
Britain’ s dignified prime minister, 
declared tonight he would eat’ his 
hat if history does not prove the 
wisdom of his foreign policy. 

The premier defended his policy 
of dealing with dictators and de- 
clared his determination to com- 
plete Britain’s. huge rearmament 
program, before an overflow home 
town audience. 

Outlining why he has refused to 
pledge Britain ‘to go to the aid of 
Czechoslovakia, Chamberlain de- 
clared such a pledge would be a 
gamble, not with money but with 
the lives of nen, women and chil- 
dren.

Britain Retuses To Recognize 


Mexican Expropriation of Oil 


London’s Attitude Presents 
U. S. With Problems, 


View in Capital. 


MEXICO CITY, April 8.—(#)— 
Britain today refused to follow the 
United States’ “good neighbor” 


lead in recognizing Mexico’s right 
to expropriate the $400,000,000 
foreign oil industry. 

In formal representations, the 
British government ‘branded the 
exp-opriation as a “denial of jus- 
tice” and demanded prompt re- 
turn of British-owned properties 
taken over by President Co 
on March 18. 

The United States pte eat 
in a note to the Mexican govern- 
ment three weeks agq asked only 
that her nationals be adequately 
compensated for their seized prop- 
erties. 

Divergence of Policies. 

The wide divergence in policies 
of London and Washington de- 
veloped when Owen St. Clair 
O’Malley, Britain’s minister to 
Mexico City, made known the 
British position to the govern- 
ment. 

American-owned properties ex- 
propriated wet been given an es- 
timated value of $150,000,000 and 
those owned by British nationals |. 
at $250,000,000. 

Aguila, owned by Royal Dutch 
Shell, a British concern, was the 
largest of the 17 companies taken 
over by Cardenas.

Cardenas would rescind his ex- 
propriation order.

WASHINGTON, April 8.—(?)— 
Britain’s strong note to Mexico de- 
manding return of the expropri- 
ated British oil properties dropped 
serious problems into the lap of 
the State Department tonight. 


By adopting a menacing attitude 
toward Mexico’s seizure of the 
British. oil. companies, Britain 
placed the United States in a deli- 
cate position. Previously, in act- 
ing toward Mexico, Great Britain 
has been content to follow the lead 
taken by the United States, which 
generally has been stern. Now 
she seems determined to strike out 
on her own. 

The British attitude was de- 
scribed by,officials as almost di- 
ametrically opposite that of the 
United States. This country has 
formally acknowledged Mexico’s 
right to expropriate the oil wells 
provided she gives reasonable 
compensation. 

“Assailed as “Unjustified.” 

Britain denies the right and says 
the expropriation was “inherently 
unjustified.” 

The United States has informal- 
iy indicated this government will 
not press claims for full compen- 
sation of the oil campanies at their 
own valuation, but only at a fig- 
ure representing the; original in- 
vestment less depreciation. Brit- 
ain on the other hand wants the 
companies turned back to their 
owners. 

Her move did not come as a 
surprise to the State Department 
but it was nevertheless unwel- 
come. Persons close to the de- 
partment did not believe it would 
be successful. This is the strong- 
arm attitude, they said, which the 
United States has adopted in the 
past, and it has not worked. Now 
the United States is trying a new 
experiment. 

‘Policy Held Unwelcome. 

There was a feeling here, how- 
ever, that the experiment is prej- 
udiced by Britain’s action.

DOCTORS COMMEND 
CLEAN-UP CAMPAIN 


Cleanliness Best Antidote 
for Many Diseases, Says 
Medical Society Head. 


The current. clean-up, paint-up, 
plant-up and fire prevention cam- 
paign being sponsored by the 
Women’s Chamber of Commerce 
has won the indorsement of ph; - 
sicians, most of whom feel that 
many health benefits will accrue 
from the efforts. 

“Cleanliness is the best antidote 
for many diseases and the best in- 
surance against many bacteria,” 
said Dr. Carl C. Aven, president 


of the Fulton County Medical So- 
ciety. “To clean up homes is to 
help children and grown-ups, both 
physicially and mentally. 

“Many diseases lurk in unclean 
homes. Tuberculosis is contract- 
ed frequently by children who 
are permitted to play in dark, 
dirty rooms. Flies and mosquitoes 
breed in water left in cans lying 
about yards, and bacteria breeds 
in dirty corners. 

“There are people to whom 
clean-up week means little, since 
they have the habit of cleanli- 
ness and endeavor to improve 
themselves daily. Yet, there are 
others to whom the week may 
teach much. For that reason, phy~- 
sicians indorse it wholeheartedly.” 

Dr. Aven said hl had no doubt 
that clean homes would hel» 
lower juvenile delinquency and 
prevent many small fires. In ad- 
dition, he said, there was the 
beauty of the clean home which 
made inhabitants more thankful 
they had made a little effort.

Child labor was practically elimi- 
nated in the continental United 
States as a factor in sugar cane 
and sugar beet production. 
In the interests of consumers, 
the price of sugar was stabilized 
at levels comparable to prices 
prior to the depression. 
The Cuban income from sugar 
sales in the . United States in- 
creased by 125 per cent from 1933 
to 1935. This, together with the 
reduction of Cuban duties on 
American imports under the recip- 
rocal trade agreement, resulted in 
an expanded Cuban market for 
American agricultural and indus- 
trial products. In fact, United 
States exports to Cuba increased 
140 per cent from 1933 to 1935. 
The decision of the supreme 
court of the United States in the 
case of the United States vs. But- 
ler, on January 6, 1936, invali- 
dating the processing tax and pro- 


duction control features of AAA, 
brought to an end the sugar pro- 


gram except for the quota pro- 
visions. To remove any doubt 
about the quota provisions, the 
congress enacted a statute ap- 
proved June 19, 1936, reaffirming 
the quota powers previouslygrant- 
ed to the secretary. 


Unfortunately, experience since 
the decision of the supreme court 
has shown that sugar price pro- 
tection, based only upon .a quota 
system, falls far short of the 
achievements of the more com- 
plete program as it existed under 
the Jones-Costigan act. 


Betterment of laboring -condi- 
tions became impossible with the 
removal of the productidn-adjust- 
ment powers; the consumer has 
not benefited materially in price 
by the removal of the processing 
tax; considerable revenue has 
been lost; and the processor is 
receiving substantially the same 
price for sugar without having to 
advance the amount of the pro- 
cessing tax.

THE CENTRALITY OF CHRIST. 

Sunday’s lesson, Mark 8:27-38, 
brings us to what has been called 
the most critical episode in the 
life of our Lord. He had come up 
from Jordan to this apex, and He 
went down from it to Calvary. 
Peake says, “The scene at Caesa- 
rea-Philippi is chronologically and 
theologically the most conspicuous 
in His biography.” The lesson com- 
mittee calls the lesson “Finding 
Ourselves in Service.”

For who- 
soever will save his life shall lose 
it; but whosoever shall lose his life 
for My sake and the Gospel’s, the 
same shall save it.” 

The centrality of Christ means 
that the Gospel of Christ is the 
Gospel of a Person. There is no 
Christianity without Christ. He is 
not simply one of the world’s great | —— 
teachers, seers, philosophers—He is 
Lord and Master. 
vation apart from personal trust 
in this Person—the Son of God. 

If we accept these essential doc- 
trines, we are then ready to heed 
the words of the Master when He 
lays down the terms of discipleship. 
Surely, we do find ourselves as we 
lose ourselves in loving service 
unto Him. The cross He asks us 
to take up and bear, though it be 
a cross and though it require self- 
denial, will become the emblem of 
joy and victory.

The WPA administrator 
said this compared with a peak of 
27,000,000 persons in the winter 
of 1933-34. 

Apparently seeking to reassure 
some business men who fear that 
there is going to be a change in the 
American economic system, Hop- 
kins told the senate committee on 
unemployment and relief: 

“Ours is a competitive system in 
which an overwhelming percent- 
age of production is expected to 
come from producers operating for 
profit. I believe in that system.” 

Hopkins declared “to attain 
more than a fleeting prosperity, 
income must be distributed among 
the mass of people so that con- 
sumption can parallel output.” 

“That is why I feel that some 
standards of wages and hours and 
a wide extension of unionization is 
to be desired. I don’t see why it 
isn’t possible to contemplate a sit- 
uation in which practically all in- 
dustrial workers are able to bar- 
gain collectively.” 

“Stability would be greatly fur- 
thered by acceptance of unions.” 

News that the President would 
increase his $1,000,000,000 relief 
estimate for next year revived the 
“spending vs. budget-balancing” 
argument in congress, along the 
same lines the controversy has ta- 
ken with the administration.

STREET CAR STRIKE 
SETTLED IN DETROIT 


Service Resumed on Lines; 
No Agreement Reached 
on Seniority Issue. 


DETROIT, April 8.—(/)—Street 
car men, on city-owned lines, end- 
ing a 32-hour strike without gain- 
ing their principal objective, to- 
night restored normal transporta- 
tion service in the nation’s fourth 
city. 

The settlement, approved almost 
unanimously by the strikers, made 
no mention of the system-wide 
seniority rights for which. they 
struck Wednesday night.

(3) Arbitration in the event 
management and union disagree 
on the question of a majority 
among the bus drivers.

Ousted Exchange President 
Tells of Accepting $650,- 
000 From Brother. 


NEW YORK, April 8.—(7)— 
Richard Whitney, expelled New 
York Stock Exchange president 


who faces imminent sentence for 
grand theft, gravely acknowledged 
today he had accepted a $650,000 
loan from his brother and then 
the understanding 
upon which that aid had been 
tendered. 

Whitney, whose Wall Street 
brokerage house went to the wall 
on March 8 in a spectacular col- 
lapse, testified at a securities and 
exchange commission hearing that 


his brother, George Whitney, be-|. 


gan to be concerned as early as 
November, 1936, about the pres- 
ence in the Richard Whitney port- 
folio of securities borrowed with- 
out collateral. 

“He desired to know,” the wit- 
ness said hesitantly in his dee 
and resonant voice, “How muc 
would be required to remove these 
securities and the figure of $650,- 
000 was set upon.” 

“He felt it would be very much 
better (for the Richard Whitney | 
firm) to have cash and not to 
have such loans from individuals.” 

Then, he went on, George Whit- 
ney came forward in January of 
1937 with $650,000—part of nearly 
$3,000,000 he advanced altogether 
with the understanding that the 
company return the borrowed 
securities at once. 

But, instead of immediately re- 
turning them, the bankrupt broker 
conceded, he had continued to use 
most of them. 

“It was understood,” he said, 
“that the securities should be re-

the nutritional condition of each 
child. When they were all through 
the tabulated results were absurd. 
Some of the youngsters pronounc- 
ed in good or excellent nutrition 
by some of the specialists were 
pronounced in only fair or poor 
nutrition by other specialists. It 
was evident that child specialists, 
as they infest the country today, 
sadly lack one thing that makes a 
good doctor, and that is experi- 
ence. : 

A doctor. who has had a reason- 
able amount of experience can 
judge quite accurately the nutri- 
tional state of any patient he has 
an opportunity to study and ex- 
amine.

lain’s guarantee Britain would 
honor her European commitments. 

The foreign secretary hinted 
that he believed Spain’s war 
would end soon. 

“It will be the hope of every- 
one that before long we may be 
ble ... to render disinterested 
service in the tasks of reconstruc- 
tion,” he said. 

The foreign ‘secretary upheld 
British non-intervention in the 
Spanish civil war, disputing labor 
contentions that it has been a one- 
sided policy working in favor of 
th: Spanish Insurgents. 

“This nation,” he declared, ad- 
dressing a conservative rally, 
“will have no Spanish blood on 
its hands.” 

Lord Halifax, in’ his first ad- 
dress outside the house of lords 
since he replaced Anthony Eden 
as foreign secretary, said Britain 
already had succeeded in improv- 
ing her relations with Italy. He 
emphasized the importance of the 
British-Italian agreement now be- 
ing negotiated in Rome. 

“We believe,” he said, “that if 
we can relieve tension anywhere 
we relieve it everywhere.”
